Cruiser Dixie, Loaded with Mu- 
nitions and Marines, Ready 
for Panama 


SIX HUNDRED MARINES: 
ON BOARD THE CRUISER 


Quantity and Character of Cargo In- 
dicates That Government Ex- 
pects a Long Campaign. 
Large Quantity of Am- 
munition on Board. 


Philadelphia, December 27.—The Sab- 
bath stillness at the League island navy 
yard was broken today by the hurried 
fitting out of the cruiser Dixie for her trip 


'to Colon and tonight the trim vessel is 


ready to sail tomorrow morning. ‘The ac- 
tivity at the yard resembled much the 
busy scenes there prior to the Spanish- 
American war. Brigadier General Elliott, 
commanding the marine corps, and who is 
going to the isthmus on the Dixie, ar- 
rived in the afternoon. Three companies 
of marines, one from Boston and the 
others from Washington, also arrived. 

Altogether the Dixie will take south 6006 
marines, who will be under the command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Waller. The work 
of loading the cruiser continued until 
midnight Saturday and was completed 
thie afternoon. The quantity and char- 
acter of her cargo indicate that the gov- 
ernment expects a long campaign at Pan- 
ama. Her holds and decks are crowded 
Besides the reg- 
ular stores and other outfit for the ma- 
rines on board of her and those now at 
the isthmus, the Dixie will take with her 
five wagon loads of small ammunition, 
a quantity of lumber, camp supplies and 
a number of wagons.

Panama, December 27.—Elections for 
members of the constitutional conven- 
tion took place today in every part of 
the republic. The results are not yet 
known, but telegrams from the interior 
report the apparent triumph of the can- 
didates proposed by the popular junta 
composed of liberals and conservatives. 

For the first time in the history of the 
isthmus the elections in the city of Pana- 
ma “ate been conducted without any 
attempt at bribery or other illegalities. 

New York, December 27.—Mr. Bunau- 
Varilla, minister from Panama, Stated to- 
night that he had notified Sir Mortimer 


Durand, British ambassador to the Unit- |} 


ed States, of Panama’s willingness to as- 
sume a part of the debt of Colombia, in 
proportion to the population of Pagama 
as compared with Colombia. The min- 
ister says this will be done as soon as the 
independénce of Panama is recognized by 
Colombia. 

Panamans here who were informed of 
the course adopted by Mr. Bunavu-Varil- 
la, said that this step had been taker 
to show the good faith of the new repub- 
lic.

, The question is being seriously asked in 
éfficial circles here, and as seriously con- 
sidered by the responsible officials of this 
government. Secretary Hay, who takes a 
pardonable pride in the apparent success 
of the demand of this government for the 
“open door’ in Manchuria, does not bee 


lieve that the two great questions thus in- 


tertwined_in the gossip of diplomatic cir- 
cles can | roperly be thus linked together, 
or that fhere is any danger to American 
prestige in that part of the east which ts 
just now the scene of diplomatic conflict; 
but there are some very able republican 
senators who in their private talks over 
the outlook do not take quite so opti- 
mistic a view. 
Cassini Hints About Manchuria. 

Tt will be recalled that one of the first 
of the European governments to follow 
the lead of the United States and ex- 
tend recognition to the new isthmian re- 
public was Russia. It is said in diplom- 
atic circles that when the astute and 
suave Count Cassini. the prince of 
diplomats, conveyed to the state depart- 
ment the news of his country’s action, 
he accompanied the notification with an 
expression of Russian realization of the 
attitude of the United States, saying it 
was evident the United States was exert- 


ing the same watchful care over Panama — 


that Russia was exercising over Man- 


churia. Russia, he pointed out, wag mak- 
ing no attmept to exert sovereignty over | ee 


In the same 
way, the United States had felt compelied 
to step in and safeguard the great proap- 
erty rights that would be involved in the 
construction of an isthmian canal, but 
had no idea of exercising sovereignty over 
Panama.

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Louisville, Ga., December 27.—(Special.) 
When the handsome new court house of 
Jefferson aounty is completed, it will be 
one of the best equipped temples of jus- 
tice In the state. The work will be fin- 
ished in a year and $40,000 will be ex- 
pended in putting the new building in 
shape. 

As the present court house, built partly 
of the old state house, gives way to mod- 
ern advancement, not a few historic and 


interesting scenes are recalled in connec- 
tion with it when Louisville was the cap- 
ital of Georgia. As unfamiliar as this 


historie fact is, save to those who have 
been taught Georgia history in our pub- | 
lic schools, it is nevertheless true that 
Louisville was the seat of government for | 
the state of Georgia from 1796 to 1806. 
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While the present court house in its 
substantial form was not the house of 
government during this period, it does 
stand practically on the same spot and 
fs buflt in part with material from the 
old state house. It was here that some 
of Georsia'’s brainest men lived and 
labored in her behalf, and indeed their 
works follow them in the persons of 
their descendants, many of whom are 
today shaping and moulding the best 
public sentiment of this great common- 
wealth.

church outside of the United | 
States is that which Americans in Ber- 
lin dedicated on Thanksgiving day, in 
the presence of Crown Prince Frederick 
William, Minister of Public Worship Dr. 
Studt, Ambassador Tower and a host of 
other dignitaries. The pretty Gothic 
gray stone structure, representing a cost 
with ground of more than $100,000, is 
the culmination of forty years’ endeavor 
to give the sons and daughters of Co- 
lumbia temporarily or permanently ex- 
lled in the kaiser’s capital a religious 


the fashionable neighborhood of Hollen- 
dorf platz, in Berlin West, which is the 
quarter in which most of the Americans 
in Berlin live.

CAUSED HORROR 


Blizard Responsible for the| 


Awful Wreck in Michigan 


High Wind Extinguished Signal 
Lamp and No. 5 Dashed on to 
Doom—Death List Stands 
at 22-—-29 Persons Are 
Injured. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., December 27.— 
Tonight the death list resulting from 
the head-on collision between two Pere 
Marquette railroad pasSenger trains near 
East Paris early yesterday evening, 
stands at twenty-two, with twenty-nine 
injured, several of them probably fa- 
tally. ' 

It was the most disastrous wreck in 
the history of the Pere Marquette Sys- 
tem and Instead of being caused by man’s 
carelessness or mistake, is charged to 
the high wind which extinguished the 
red signal lamp in the order board at 
McCords station, where the westbound 
train was expected to stop and receive 
new orders. Two minutes before the 
train rushed by McCords the light was 
burning, says the operator there, but 
in that brief interval the Dilazzgard that 
was raging extinguished it and train 
No. 5& flashed by the sation to crash into 
the eastbound train No. 6 at East Par's. 
The trains, which were two of the finest 
on the system, were reduced to a pro- 
miscuous pile of broken and twisted 
timber and metal with dead and injured 
pinned down and crushed by the frag- 
ments of heavy cars. 

Five cars and two large locomotives 
were jammed into a space ordinarily 0oc- 
cupled by three coaches and the wreck- 
age wag strewn across the railroad 
right of way from fence to fence. 


Collision Inevitable. 

When train No. 5, westbound, whizzed 
by McCords instead of stopping, the 
frightened operator notified the dis- 
patcher and then found that his red light 
had heen extinguished. He reported this 
fact and then there was but one action 
to take. The collision was inevitable. 
The dispatcher’s office called for medical 
aid and gave orders to hold the train 
over the Saginaw branch at the depot 
and get the wrecking outfit under steam. 
They then waited for the word they 
knew mugt come. There was no chance

jured. In a space of 6 feet square the 
bodies of two women, @ boy and a man 
were taken out. 

The westbound flyer with its heavy 
bulk headed cars stayed on the rails, 
back of the baggage and mai] cars, and 
the passengers in this train escaped Sse- 
rious injury. As one man they rushed 
out of the train to assist the less fortu- 
nate ones on the train from this city. 
Many stripped warm overcOats from 
their backs and covered the suffering in- 
jured as they were borne to the less 
shattered cars of No. 5, and into the re- 
mains of the parlor car of No, 6. Near- 
by farmers, hearing the crash, turned 
out with blankets and did valiant ser- 
vice. 

According to statements made by offi- 
cers Of the Pere Marquette, the west- 
bound train wag traveling down grade 
at the rate of 60 miles an hour. The 
eastbound train was climbing the hill 
at a speed of 40 miles an hour. The 
former carried probably seventy-five pas- 
sengers, while the latter is believed to 
have been carrying at least 135 persons. 
The two trains collided at about the 
middle of a long, sweeping curve three- 
quarters of a mile west of Bast Paris. 


Entire Family Killed.

Place in Which Doss and Tom

At the First Presbyterian ehurch, Rev. 


W. P. McCorkle scathingly denounced 


the city administration for but now put- 
ting a stop to gambling, closing up the 
various dens of iniquity only when a 
fatal shooting affray had directed the at- 
tention of the city to the evil that has 
been £0 openly practiced. He thought 
this a quéer step, in view of the former 
declarations of the mayor and supcr- 
intendent of police that they were unable 
to break up gambling in Savannah. 

At the First Baptist church Rev. Dr. 
John D. Jordan said that he would not 
wish death for any men, but that ne 
thought it might not be a bad plan to 
permit the gamblers to follow their evi- 
dent bent and annihilate themselves. The 
city, he said, could well afford to lay 
aside business and attend the funeral of 
all the gamblers. 

At Trinity Methodist church Rev. A. M. 
Williams said that the blood of. the 
men killed in the affray was upon the 
heads of the city administration for not 
enforcing the law and closing the gam- 
bling dens, partly upon public sentiment 
for not demanding that this be done, and 
partiy upon the pulpit and the press for 
not fighting constantly and continuously 
for the suppression of the evil under 
which Savannah has so long groaned.

Fine Programme Arranged for’ 


Southern Educational Associatien 


Prominent Fiducators from North and 
South Will Be Present and Will 
Discuss Many Educational

The Southern Educational Association, 
the highest educational] body m the south, 
will meet in this city on Wednesday.

though shorn of their greatness in this 
respect and relegated to baser uses, haya 
not yet lost all character. 

They may yet be part of matertal used 
in casting great cannon or perhaps be- 
come an item in the construction of a 
big warship. 

All this, of course, is very instructive to 
the pligrims. They listen with Open-

He said, in substance: 

“God asks this question of His ancient 
people, the Jews. They were His vine- 
yard. 

‘‘ ‘He had planted His vineyard with the 


choicest vine, fenced it and gathéred out | 


the stones thereOf amd buili a tewer hh 
the midst of it. 

“*And He looked 
forth grapes and it 
grap¢s.’ 

“And God asks, What could have been 
done more to His vinevard that He had 
mot done in it? This question may wel 
be applied to us as a church. We are 
the vineyard of the Tord and He asks 
us tOday, ‘What could have been done 
‘ more to His vineyard that He has nov 
done in it?’ 

“As we have been brought to the last 
Sabbath of another year, iet us take a 
brief review of the past and what 
wd has done to His vineyard. God did 
n°t mean to intimate that He had done 
ail that He could have done, for that 
would have been the same as putting a 
limit to His power. But rather,,.we may 
take it to mean that He had done all that 
Was proper for Him to do, ail tnat He 
deemed wise and best. 

“And s0 God has done for us all 
#t would be proper for Him to do. 
us see what God has done for and 
then we will see that He has done all 
that was proper for Him to do, and all 
that was necessary. 

“God has given tts church a regular 
Ministry during all these years. Just 
about thirty years ago this vinevard was 
planted and this church has never been 
without a ministry. Regular and stated 
worship has been held here without a 
break during te present pastorate of 
fourteen years. In all these years the 
doors of this church have been open 
every Sabbath for worship. That has 
mot been done for every church. What 
more could have been done? 

“God has a.so given us the presence 
and power of His holy spirit. We have 
seen times of refreshing from on hich. 
While there has been no great revival 
of religion at any one time, yet God has 
revived His yeople from time to time. 
Souls have been born into the kingdom 
of God here. God has given us souls 
in answer to our prayer and as a re- 
ward for our labor. This church has 
een blessed with great opportunities. 
And with great opportunities our respon- 
sibility has increased. As a church we 
have been brought into close touch with 
the outside world.

Thirteenth of the Series of Sermons Delivered by 
Cr.H.S. Bradley and Published by The Constitution.

Subject: The Blessedness of Per- 


secution. 

Text: “Blessed are they which 
are persecuted for righteousness’ 
for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven.”’—Matthew, v, 10. 


In the seven foregoing savings, Jesus 
has given ws the qualities of heart of the 
idea] man. He has taught us that godlil- 
superior to circumstances and 
conditions; and blessedness independent 
of what the world calls advantage or 
good fortewne. The world's devil {s poverty, 
pain and bereavement, but Jesus taught 
in His words, and 4llustrated by His life, 
that godly character may be developed in 
the midst of, and even enhanced by, these 
very things. 

The first seven deal with the funda- 
mental and unchanging principles of the 
spiritual universe; the eighth concerns 
itself with the attitude of men toward 
persons of godly character. It as if 
Jesus had said, “I have pictured to vou 
the perfect man. TI have named dis qual- 
ities and have told vou how he éxtracts 
sweetness, and develops strength from 
life’s accidents, Incidents and necessary 
vicissitudes, but I also forewarn you that 
you shall have to learn how to develop 
virtue and sweetness from the needless 
and senseless antagonisms of vour fellow- 
men, You need not expect, because you 
have the thigh character, about which I 
have been talking, that you are going to 
have soft and easy lives, that men will 
love you and try to make you happy. 
Men from whom you have a right to 
expect greatest encouragement and sup- 
port will often give you greatest trouble. 
Your very goodness will subject you to 
hate and persecution. I tell you this 
plainly, but I also tell you that you 
may turn their hostility to good account.”’ 

These words, “Blessed are they which 
are persecuted for righteousness’ sake’”’ 
are very plain, but they seem to have 
been misread by thousands of the pro- 
fessed followers of Jesus. One would 
think, to read certain chapters of church 
history, that the ecclesiastical rulers had 
read it—‘Blessed are ye, religious men. 
when yé persecute, revile and say all 
manner of evil against those who do not 
pronounce the same religious formula as 
yourselves. Blessed are ye, religious men, 
when ye burn heretics and witches: when 
ye anathematize men of science, and 
write slanders upon the gravestones of 
men who are as earnest seekers after 
truth as yourselves but who do not sub- 
scribe to your interpretation of scrip- 
ture.”’ 

The history of our church is red with 
the blood of men who were driven to 
death by the bigotry, intolerance and 
cruelty of those who have been loudest 
in their professions and adherence to the 
principles of the gentle and generous 
Christ. 

Jesus took no pleasure in triymphing 
over those who refused to believe, and 
even less did He delight in their persecu- 
tion and death. He ‘had no curse for His

| enemies. For even Judas, who betrayed 
| Him, He said, as if still thinking of what 


was best for the sinner, “It were good 
for that man if he had never been born,”’ 
and for those who put Him to tne cross 
He prayed, ‘Father, forgive them; they 
know not what they do.’’ 

But, in the face of all this, the church 
made His beatitude read, ‘‘Blessed are the 
persecutors,’’ and so reading they hound- 
ed to his death, and wrote a misleading 
epitaph upon the tombstone of Copernicus, 
whose only crime was that, in the pres- 
ence of religionists who believed the earth 
to be flat and the center of the universe, 
he said that the sun was the center of the 
solar svstem and the earth made an 
annual journey around it. 

“Blessed are the persecutors,”’ and 
they pursued Bruno, who asserted his 
belief in the heliocentric theory, from land 
to land, entrapped him, imprisoned him 
for six years, burned. him alive and scat- 
tered his ashes to the winds. ‘‘Blessed are 
the persecutors,” and they subjected 
Galileo. who proved with his telescope 
that Copernicus was right, to indignity 
and imprisonment, and, when an old man 
of 70 years, wearied with disappointment 
and worn out with labors, they forced 
from him the following recantation: “I, 
Galileo, being in my seventieth year, be- 
ing a prisoner and on my knees, before 
your eminences, having before my eyes 
the holy gospel, which 1 touch with my 
hands, abjure, curse and detest the error 
and the heresy of the movement of the 
earth.” “Blessed are the persecutors,’’ 
ani they hurled at Roger Bacon, the 
great chemist and father of experimental 
science, the epithets “‘magician’’ and 
‘‘scoreerer.”’ “Blessed are the persecu- 
tors,” and they declared Virgilius to be 
a heretic and sent him to the flames be- 
cause he said that there were men on the 
other side of the earth. “Blessed are the 
persecutors,”’ and Savonarola, Servetus 
and Huss were burned at the stake, Bun- 
van was imprisoned, Wesley was ridi- 
culed, Whitfield wag execrated, Tolstoi 
and Smith and Briggs are excommuni- 
cated. 

Ecclesiastical pride all the ages long 
has been running into persecution. And 
the pride of a bigot in the church is as 
blameworthy as the pride of the veriest 
unbeliever. The churchman who lords 
tt over his brethren of humbler rank, and, 
if he has the power, puts to the rack 


_ his ecclesiastical enemies and unbelievers, 
or lacking this power betakes himself to 
denunciation from his pulpit and through 
| partisan newspapers, is as wicked as the

political despot who oppresses his sub- 
jects and puts his enemies to the gibbet. 
The church must never forget that big- 
and intolerance are sins as truly 
drunkenness and _ licentiousness, 
though they may be in a different cata- 
The Master never pronounced a 


' blessing upon bigotry, intolerance or per- 
) secution. 


Fortunately for the world there have 


‘been comparatively few who have con- 
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trolled in the affairs of the church, who 
have abused their power. The few who 
have done so have hindered the good 
cause to such an extent that centuries 
will be required to overcome their infiu- 
ence. 

Considered historically, it is: not sur- 
prising that Jesus thought it necessary 
to forewarn his disciples against perse- 
cution, for there stood the record of 
Daniel in the lion’s den, Aristides, “the 


Just,’’ banished from Greece, Socrates 
forced to drink the hemlock, Isaiah sawn 
asunder, Jeremiah confined in a well and 
Anaxagoras locked in prison. 

But, considered in the light of reason, 
it does seem strange that it was neces- 
sary to warn good men, the loving serv- 
ants of their fellows, against persecution. 
Why should men with the beautiful inner 
spirit of the seven beatitudes have ene- 
mies and persecutors? Why should good- 
ness be persecuted? 

Goodness makes evil 
Fine souls attract opposition, as lofty 
mountain peaks attract the lightning. 
Mole hills have Httle to fear from thun- 
der bolts. 

Goodness unconsciously condemns by 
comparison. Modesty is itself a rebuke 
to pride; generosity to greed; love to 
selfishness; courage to cowardice; virrue 
to vice; and purity to lust. 

Persecution is the answer of a fool to 
the silent argument of a good Hife. In- 
stead of bringing his own life up to the 
standard of. his virtuous neighbor, the 
wicked man seeks to bring his neighbor's 
reputation down to the level of his own. 
The next best thing to defaming the good 
man is to kill him. 

An epidemic prevailed in the royal city. 
Thousands of the kings’ subjects were dy- 
ing. <A _ scientist who knew what was 
the matter went to “the king and said, 
O king, the trouble is that the streets 
are filthy and the water has become 
impure.” The king became enraged. H® 
denieq that the water of the royal city 
was impure. 

“But,” said the scientist, ‘‘see, there, 
under the lenses of the miscroscope, is a 
drop of water from the public well. It 
is full of the germs of disease... Look 
for yourself.’’ 

The king looked. He saw the 
and, for answer, seized a chair 
émashed the scientist's microscope. 

The effort on the part of wickedness 
to suppress virtue and righteousness by 
persecution is as foolish. ‘‘The history 
of persecution is a history of endeavors 
to cheat nature. It makes no difference 
whether the actors be one or many, % 
tyrant or a mob. Its actions are in- 
sane; it persecutes a principle; it would 
whip a right; it would tar and feath- 
er justice by inflicting fire and outrage 
upon the houses and persons of just 
men. It resembles the prank of boys, 
who run with fire engines to put out the 
ruddy aurora borealis, streaming to the 
stars. But the inviolate spirit forever 
turns their spite agasnst wrong doers. 
The martyr cannot be dishonered. Every 
lash inflicted is a tongue of flame; every 
prison a more illutsrious abode; every 
burned book, or House, enlightens the 
world; every suppressed word reverber- 
ates through the earth from side to side. 
It is the whipper who is whipped, and 
the tyrant who is outdone. The bodies 
of good men may be burned, but even in 
their ashes lve their wonted fires, thelr 
voices, even from the grave, sound in the 
thunder’s mouth, their dead hands pull 
down the strongholds of their enemies 
and tyrants tremble at their ghosts. Look 
at Jesus! Between two thieves. He 
hung in agony upon the cross, amid the 
howlings alike of secular and religious 
hatred but, before three centuries had 
passed, that gibbet of torture and in- 
famy sat upon the scepters, and shown 
upon the crowns of kings.” 

But that is not all. Jesus says that the 
man who is persecuted for rightenousness’ 
sake gets a blessing out of the experi- 
ence. What pholosophy underlies the 
words? 

Persecution establishes a good man in 
his goodness. It causes him to reexam- 
ine the foundations of his character and 
to take his stand upon the immovable 
and impregnable rock. It throws him 
back on true self and God—the two 
sure things in the universe. As the oak 
strikes its roots deeper when driven by 
blasts, so the Christian, under persecu- 
tion, takes firmer hold on God. 

Persecution drives a man to possess 
what before he only lightly held. The 
man who suffers pain, endures ostracism 
and calumny, or risks life for a truth or 
principle, comes to a possession of his 
prize aS no man does who is not sub- 
jected to such testing. 

Like the wind, after the flail has done 
itg work, :‘t separates the valuable from 
the worthless. Like the fire, it not only 
burns up the dross, but purifies the gold, 

One day, while at work in my labora- 
tory, amongst the minerals which I was 
analyzing and classifying, I picked up a 
specimen which had no label. I examin- 
ed it with my eye, and tested its weight 
in my hands. It had the appearance of 
sulphuret of silver, but I could not be 
sure. The superficial tests were not 
enough. I took the hammer and broke 
the specimen into pieces, and, having 
selected a particle, I dropped it into a 
cavity of a lump of charcoal. Over this I 
sprinkled some powdered borax, and hav- 
ing lit the alcohol lamp, I took the blow- 
pipe and began to apply the flame. The 
specimen snapped and decrepitated, It 
jumped about in the cavity as if trying 
to escape from the intense heat, bit I 
did not stop applying the flame. Pres- 
ently the specimen melted, and, through 
the sulphurous fumes which rose from it. 
I could see, as it were, a thousand minia- 
ture rainbows which were chasing each 
other back and forth over its surface. It 
was beautiful under suffering. But I 
d:d not stop the flame. I continued blow. 
ing until all the sulphurous fumes had 
vanished and the impurities had been 
burned away. Then there appeared, in 
the bottom of the cavity, a perfect glu- 
bule of pure sifver in which my own face 
was reflected. Blessed are they which 
are persecuted for righteousness’ sake; 
for the pure metal is relieved of its al- 
loy. 

More than that, qualities that before 
were unknown show themselves under 
persecution. It calls forth latent powers. 
George Wash.ngton, our greatest general, 
would probably never have been known 
but for the revolutionary war. The un- 
molested oyster makes no pearls; but 
when one is wounded, when some for- 
eign substance irritates the flesh, the 
delicate membranes secrete layer after 
layer of nacreous matter which one day 
finds a setting in a necklace for a queen. 
The finest veneers are made from the 
gnarled and twisted monarchs of a thou- 
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The sweetest odors are 
from bruised herbs. The most useful 
branches are from the beaten willows. 

All real progress is by opposition. All 
virtue comes through temptation and 
trial. Christ‘an character is developed 
like the kite ascends, by facing an Op- 
posing wind. | 

Jesus. in this beatitude, assumes that 
the man about whom He is talking has 
so identified his will with God's that he 
regards that as a blessed thing which 
furthers that will. Persecution does it. 
The blood of the martyrs is the seed of 
the church. Often the very persecution 
of wicked men attracts the attent’on of 
others to the principles for which good 
men are made to suffef. 

The Apostle Paul’s conversion may be 
traceable to the scene at the stoning of 
Stephen, when he held the clothes of 
those who threw the missiles of death. 
Paul could not have had the same mind 
toward the Christians whom he perse- 
cuted after the day when he looked upon 
the fair face of the young man, who died 
rather than deny his Master. From that 
day till the vision on the road to Damas- 
cus his conscience was aroused and he 
continued his persecution as one who 
“kicks against the pricks.” Would it be 
saying too much to say that Stephen loved 
the cause well enough to be willing to 
die to win the great Apostle Paul? 

Persecution spreads goodness as_ the 
storm spreads the seeds of the dandelion 
and cattall flag. 

No doubt there are thousands of good 
men, who, looking back over their lives, 
are able to testify that their highest 
usefulness and richest service came from 
experiences of hostility and persecution. 
Bunyan, in Bedford jalfl, did more for the 
cause of his Master, in his confinement 
under persecution, than during all his 
years of freedom. Paul's 
drove him from city to city throughout 
Asia Minor and parts of Europe. But 
they only spread the “heresy” they 
hoped to destroy. They thought to stop 
his mouth and his influence by locking 
him in jails at Caesarea and Rome, but 
he made fhe very dungeon a throne of 
power from the Mammertine prison he 
came nearer ruling the world than did 
Nero, who sat upon the throne of the 
Caesars. The very confinement gave him 
leisure to wTite many of the letters 
which have become a part of the New 
Testament, and‘ he being dead = yet 
speaketh.’’ 

And as to the additional reward to that 
in character, that heavenly treasure, 
Jesus says to stand true under persecu- 
tion entitles us to write our names along- 
Side of the prophets on the goodly roster 
of God’s servants.
